English Railways. 


The railway: of 6reat Britain 
und Ire- 


land, completed at the beginning of 1856, 
extended 8,054 miles, and more than 
enough of single rails were laid to make 
a belt around the globe. The cost of 
constructing 
these 
railways 
had been 


£386,000,000. The working slock com- 
prised 5,000 locomotive engines and 150,- 
000 cerriagesand trucks ; and the coal con- 
sumed annually by the engines amounted 
to 2,000,000 tons—so that in every minute 
our tons of coal flashed into stesm twenty 
ons of water. 
In a single year, there 


were 111 millions of passengers 
conveyed 


on railways, each passenger traveling ao 
average of twelve miles. The receipts 
during the year amounted to £20,215,000 j 
and there was no instance on record in 
which the receipts of a railway had not 
been of continuous growth, even where 
portions of the traffic had been abstracted 
by ntw .ines. The wear and tear of the 
railways was, at the same time, enormous. 
For instance, twenty thousand tons of iron 
rails required to be annually replaced, and 
twenty-fix millions of wooden sleepers 
lerished in the same time. To 
supply

bousand trees were felled, the growth of 
vhich would require 
little less than five 


tiousand acres of forest land. The cost
